Research into postal cancellations on the early stamps of the 
United States is a fascinating pursuit for philatelic students. “Finds” 
are constantly being made and knowledge of the nation’s postal history 
is thereby icreased. In most instances the discoveries have intrinsic 
value which amply rewards the inquirers for the time and patience 
and money they have expended; indeed, some of the items uncovered 
can be sold for hundreds of dollars each in a market in which early 
United States issues are popular as never before. It was learned last 
week that the Philatelic Research Laboratories, Incorparated, not 





Morgenthau Sale Will 
Offer $250,000 Lot Of 
Superb Unifed States 





One of the most important sales 
ever to be held in New York will 
be scheduled for the five days 
starting September 20, according 
to information obtained by The 
New York Sun this week. For 
certain reasons the former owners 
are not to be named, but it has 
been disclosed that the collector 
responsible for this really amaz- 
ing collection stopped his activ- 
ities in 1926. 

The catalogue price runs in the 
neighborhood of $250,000, and J. 
C. Morgenthau & Co., who will 
conduced the sale, has started work 
on an impressive catalogue. The 
collection is entirely United 
States, with its greatest strength 
between the Columbians and 1926. 

There are full sheets of many 


imprint blocks, Department and 
coils. The Shanghai overprints, 
now back fully in the philatelic 
limelight because of the new 
United States Occupation stamps, 
are there in singles, sets and 
blocks, and there are sheets of 
the compound perfs from 1918 
through 1925. .

The richness of the stamps might 
best be noted through the fact that 
Norman Serphos, president of J. 
C. Morgenthau & Co., Inc., is us- 
ing over thirty pages of plates in 
the forthcoming catalogue.

Italian Occupation 
Siamps Not Available 
For The Collectors

— @long ago acquired one of the lar- 


gest accumulations of on-cover 
1861-65 3-cent stamps ever assem- 
bled in one lot. They had been in 
storage for many years and no 
philatelic student had had accesss 
to them until they came into the 
possession of Y. Souren, president 
of the corporation. Mr. Souren 
is taking photographs, which even- 
tually will number several hun- 
dred thousand. of all the stamps 
on these covers and of all the can- 
cellation marss. 

Up to the time this phase of the 
research was undertaken, more 
than 4,000 varieties of postal 
markings had been recorded by 
numerous students in their exam- 
ination of stamps issued during 
the years 1847 through 1869__the 
period when individual postmast- 
ers prepared their own postmarks 
and impressed them with devices 
self-made out of metal, cork or 
wood, before the Government pro- 
vided standard cancellation ma- 
chines. 


New Cancellations Found 

In his photographic scrutiny of 
the 1861-65 accumulation, Mr. 
Souren has discovered cancellation 
designs of which philately had no 
record. He will not announce the 
precise number until he has com- 
pleted the work. but already they 
run into the many scores. In due 
time he plans to publish a survey 
of his findings, and it will illus- 
trate many quaint markings which 
wil suggest that our early post- 
masters thought along ingenious, 
imaginative and often humorous 
lines when contriving “stampers” 
in the course of their official du- 
ties. 

Mr. Souren made available last 
week six examples of such unre- 
corded types of cancellation on the 
1861-65 3c stamp. 

One presents the profile of the 
head of a Negress with an enor- 
mous hair-do. The stamp from 
which this was taken is on a cover 
mailed in a Scuthern State. An- 
other on a cover with an Illinois 
postmark shows a likeness of Ab- 
raham Lincoln on a crude bust. A 
third illustrates an Indian, and the 
postmark is of 2 city in Wisconsin, 


where Indians were numerous. A 
cover which was mailed in a 
town along the Mexican border 


baers a stamp which has as its 
cancellation a sombrero on a man’s 
head. From a zity in Midwestern 
cattle country came a cover on 
which the stamp’s cancellation is 
in the form of a cow’s head. A 
cancellation picturing a goblet or- 
iginated with a postmaster in New 
England, 

Five of these cancellations, it 
will be observed, were signifi- 
cantly related to the regions in 
which the postcffices existed, and

Czech Stamp Varieties 
Information Indicates 
Varieties Not Constant 


In the issue of this paper for 





July 29, we listed a number of 
small color dot varieties showing 
on sheets of the stamps _ for 
Czechoslovakia which we had 
obtained. We stated that . it 
would be likely that a_ sheet 


which showed altogether differ- 
ent varieties on this stamp would 
be from the other plate than the 
one from which our stamps came 
and Fred L, White of Los Ange- 
les, Calif., sends notes of three 
items from a sheet he has and 
which are wholly different than 
on the sheet we had and he fur- 
ther states that none of the varie- 
ties we mentioned are on the 
sheet he has, thus we have the 
two panes identified but no way 
of knowing which is right and 
which is left. 

Mr. White lists the following 
varieties in the sheet he has. No. 
9 stamp shows a red dot to the 
upper right of the last A of 
€zechoslovakia. 

No, 32 had a red dot over the 
Vs 
No. 47 has not dots or specks 
of color but the staff of the 
flag shows a distinct break above 
the center of the flag. The break 
is as large as the line of color 
between the vertical lines of the 
staff. 

Bill Stone of South Pasadena, 
Calif., reports that all stamps 
from Nos, 11 ot 15 and 36 to 40 
on his sheet of Czech stamps 
showed small red dots over the 
K of Czechoslovakia. 

This would seem to be_ the 
same pane as we first mentioned 
on July 29th yet our sheets did 
not show this dot on all stamps 
in the two rows as reported by 
Mr. Stone. It is therefore evi- 
dent that the dots are not con- 
stant and that anything might 
be found on one sheet and not 
show on another. As we pointed 
out, this can readily happen in 
stamps printed by this method, 


Canada’s Airgraph 
Letter Sheets 


Mr. A. K. Hurlburt of Detroit 
took a brief vacation in Canada 
and sends a copy of one of the 
Airgraph Letter sheets in use in 
the Dominion. The form is sim- 
ilar in size and design to our own 
V-mail letters but is printed in a 
light blue rather than in red. 

Mr. Hurlburt advises that these 
Airgraph forms bear a number 
in the upper left corner and that 
these numbers indicate the dif- 
ferent printings that have been 
made. Thus far numbers 1 to 8 
have appeared.

The more ad- 
vanced and active collectors us- 
ually have correspondents in 
many countries of the world and 
thus have a more friendly and 
brotherly feeling toward the 
peoples of other countries than 
is held by those who never make 
such contacts. 

The State Department is consid- 
ering the establishment of a For- 
eign News service which will 
quickly advise American collec- 
tors of all new stamps and new 
stamp issues of all countries of 
the world. This service if once 
started can become the greatest 
source of world wide Philatelic 
News available to collectors and 
can be expanded to include re- 
cripocal information from Ameri- 
ca for collectors of other count- 
ries. Let us hope that such a bur- 
eau is not an idle dream.

and a cover collector from away 
back, enlisted my aid in his 
plans for obtaining an Old Glory 
stamp, So far as I am concerned, 
Rhoads, who died more than @ 
year ago, without, of course hav. 
ing seen his dream come true 
is the originator of the idea and 
to him should go all credit. 

Rhoads even had gone so far 
as to design a_ 6-cent airmail 
stamp with Old Glory in all its 
pristine beauty as the central 
design.

tral design of the flag of the 
United States. Such special air- 
mail stamp shall be placed on sale 
in San Diego, Calif., one day be- 
fore it is made available to the 
public elsewhere.” 

Provision of funds in the bill 
would overcome the difficulty ad.

Business, Biggest Of All 


Washington, D. C., August 16— 
Postmaster General Frank C, 
Walker announced today that the 
postal deficiency for the fiscal 
year 1943, on the basis of unaud~ 
ited figures, was $3,543,122, the 
smallest in the last twenty-four 
years, This compares with a de. 
ficiency of $1,825185 for 1942, 
which, in turn, had been the 
smalles since 1919, 

Revenues for the fiscal year 
1943 were $961,059,690, an in- 
erease of $101,242,199 over 1942, 
while expenditures were $964,- 
602,812, an increase of $92,960,135. 
The increase of $101,242,199 in 
revenues for 1943 almost equaled 
the entire postal revenues for the 
year 1900. 

Revenues in June, 19438, the last 
month of the fiscal year, showed 
an unexpcetedly sharp increase, 
rising 19.05 per cent over June of 
1942 and resulting in a lower de- 
ficiency for the year than had 
been anticipated, For the entire 
fiscal year, revenues were 11.9% 
per cent above those of 1942, and 
expenditures were up 10.66 per 
cent, 

Sales of stamps in the fiscal 
year increased 15.1 per cent to 
$657,989,094, Increases in reven- 
ues from other sources were: per- 
mit mail, 2.14 per cen; second- 
class mail, 7.42; box rents, 4.77; 
money orders, 15.25; postal sav- 
ings, 22.02; miscellaneous, 5.59. 

As usual, expenditures center- 
ed largely in salaries of postal em- | 
ployees and in _ transportation | 
costs. Seventy-seven per cent | 


of | 
all expenditures went for salaries, 
and 18.8 per cent for transporta- 
tion, leaving less than 5 per cent 
of expenditures for all other pur- 
poses. 

Several factors combined to pre- 
yent a surplus of revenues.

Russian Stamps Honor 
Famed Danish Explorer 





In the Postage Stamp Parade | 
column of July 22 was a listing | 
of a new set of Russian postage 
stamps in which it was stated that 
|Russia was honoring one of its 
|great men, Bering with a set of 
stamps on the 200th anniversary 
of his death.’ 

We are printing pictures of 
these four new stamps in this 
column and find on reference to 
the facts as concern Bering that 
he was not a Russian, but a Dane 
and that his death was in 1941, 
rather than 1943. The facts as giv- 
en below are from the New In- 
burg te cross Siberia, with orders

A Danish navigator, born at: 
Horsen, in Denmark. He entered 
the service of Russia, and was 
| employed on the great northern 
| expedition planned by Peter the 
Great to determine the unknown 
limits of Asia. On February 4, 
1725, he started from St. Peters- 
burg to cross Siberia, orders 
to discover whether Asia and 
America were connected. After 
three years of preparation at Ok- 
hotsk and Kamtchatka, he made 
a seven weeks voyage as far as 
a point from which he could see 
no land toward the north or east. 
This northeasterly point of Asia 
had already been visited by Si- 
meon Deshneff, a Cossack voy- 
ager, in 1648. Berning went back 
to St. Petersburg in the spring of 
1730. A year later a vessel com- 
manded by Michael Gvosdeff was 
driven from Cape Szerde Kamen 
by a storm across to the Alaska 
coast, along which Gvosdeff sail- 
ed for two days. The Empress 
Anne ordered Bering to carry out 
his previous instructions, and in 
the spring of 1732 he returned to 
Okhotsk. He delayed there until 
September, 1740, when he sailed 
to Petropavlovsk, where he stayed 
»| until June 15, 1741. He sailed east- 
ward, and on July 26 his lieut- 
enant, who had separated from 
the commander during a fog, 
reached the North American 
eoast near Cross Bay. Bering 
made land north of Cape St. 
Elias, July 29. When he started to 
return, he was driven about by 
storms until November 16, when 
his vessel was wrecked on the 
desert

and disappointment, December 19,
